mittee, announced he would press for 
earlier meetings daily to speed action. 

Chairman Hale, of the naval af- 
fairs committee, regarded as the head 
of the big navy group, started a snip- 
ing attack by asking questions calcu- 
lated to show that Britain's super- 
battleships Rodney and Nelson gave 
hei ultimate naval superiority in spite 
of the treaty.

Major General Wendell’ C. Neville, 
| commandant of the U. S. marine 
corps and perhaps the veteran of more 
actual fighting than any of this coun- 
try’s fighters, died peacefully at a 
summer home near here today. 

His death came at 2:30 p. m. at 
the home of his daughter, Mrs. P. W. 
Vest, Edgewater Beach, just a few 
miles from the naval academy where 
he began to study the military art 
|44 years ago. 
| Word came from the navy depart- 
ment in Washington that Brizucicr 
| General Ben H. Fuller has been desig- 
| nated acting commandant of the ma- 
| rine corps until the appointment of a 
| successor to General Neville. 
| The 60-year-old commandant Fuf- 
fered a stroke some time ago and was 
confined to naval hospital until re- 
cently. 

Born in Virginia, May 12, 18740, 
and graduated from the naval acad- 
-emy in 1890, Neville began a brilliant; 
|adventuresome career with the ma- 
rine corps which culminated in ibis 
appointment as commandant March 5

(P)}—The years, whose irresistible 
march few human enmities ean with- 


stand, completed yet another victory. 


today as John D. Rockefeller on his 
ninety-first birthday received a con- 
eratulatory megsage from his one- 
time bitter foe, “Mother” Jones, la- 
bor leader. 

Less than a score of those patfent, 
invincible years have passed since 
“Mother” Jones went to jail after her 
denunciation of the Rockefellers—a 
denunciation delivered in the white 
heat of her wrath that flamed up dur- 
ing the Colorado mine wars. 

But “Mother” Jones is 100 years 
old now, peacefully living out of what 
is left of life for her in a quiet, se- 
cluded country home in Maryland. 

And John D. Rockefeller is 91, a 
mild and benevolent old gentleman, 
who dispenses millions of dollars 
and hundreds of bright new dimes as 
he lives on, in a leisurely and pleas- 
ant monotony, toward the century 
mark. 

So today from Silver Springs, Md., 
to Pocantico Hills, N. Y., came the 
following message that only time could 
make possible: 

“Congratulations on the arrival of 
your ninety-first birthday. Thank God, 
we have some men in the world as 
good as you. We never needed them 
as much as we do today. Most sincere 
wishes that you may be blessed with 
many more.” 


The Rockefellers made the first 


move in “in the peace that was finally 
concluded today. On her one hundredth 
birthday a few weeks ago, “Mother” 
Jones received a telegram of felicita- 
tion from John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
and, in expréssing her appreciation 
for the message she revealed the fact 
that once several years ago he had 
invited her to his home for dinner. 

“Your loydlty to your ideals, your 
fearless adherence to your duty as 
you have seen it is an inspiration to 
all who have known you,” read the 
message from the son of her old-time 
enemy. 
“Mother” Jones said: 

“He’s a darned good sport. I've 
licked him many times, but now we ve 
made peace.” 

His wire from “Mother” Jones and 
the compliment paid him in a radio 
speech last night by the Prince of 
Wales, who said he hoped that Eng- 
land would produce a philanthropist 
like him, were the high spots of John 
D. Rockefeller’s ninety-first birthday. 

But, so far as he was concerned 
himself, it was just another day, quiet- 
ly passed in the seclusion’ and the 
routine which he loves. There was 
golf in the morning at Pocantico Hills, 
a drive about the estate in the after- 
noon, and a family dinner party in 
the evening. 

And the few who saw him observed 
that, if he keeps his present health,

be blessed ‘with many more birthdays, 
will most certainly be fulfilled.

Cc. C, Young denied his application for 
pardon,

fornia chief executive to make a simi- 
lar ruling in Mooney’s battle te have 
his life sentence lifted. 


said, on personal study of the bombing 
in which nine were killed and 40 in- 
jured, on the subsequent trials of 
Mooney and finally upon the recent 
action of the state supreme court in 
refusing to recommend a pardon for 
Warren K. Billings, also serving a life 
sentence for the same crime. 

Governor Young’s decision was an- 
ticipated inasmuch as he previously 
had intimated that the supreme 
court’s action on Billings would have 
a strong influence on his disposition 
of Mooney’s case. 

Until further facts are available, 
said the governor in a lengthy state- 
ment, he felt it necessary te accept 
the. recommendations of the high 
court, 

“IT am aware,” said the report, “‘that 
this decision will be disappointing to 
many, particularly to those who have 
come to feel strongly on this subject 
without having had the opportunity to 
study the case at first hand, but in a 
matter like this I must be guided 
by a conscientious regard for my oath 
of office rather than a willingness to 
respond to popular appeal.” 

The governor said he had no preju- 
dice against Mooney for any social 
theory he may have or for any other 
crimes with which he may have been 
charged.. 

“If he was innocent of this particu- 
lar crime,” said Governor Young, “to 
keep him in prison would be an in- 
effaceable blot upon the good name of 
this state. On the other hand, if he 
was not innocent, he was guilty of 
one of the’ most uncalled for and 
atrocious crimes ever committed, the 
wanton murder of unsuspecting men, 
women and children gathered upon a 
public street to witness a patriotic 
demonstration of San Francisco citi- 
zens. 

“Although I spent many months in 
studying these cases and carefully 
read the transcript of the trials as 
well as thousands of pages of briefs, 
petitions, affidavits and other docu- 
ments filed with me 4s continuously 
stated during my investigation, I was 
not able to convince myself of the in- 
nocence of the two prisoners, but I 
had been convinced that the innocence 
or guilt of the one implied correspond- 
ing innocence or guilt of the other, 
and that whatever treatment was ac- 
| corded the one should in all fairness 
| apply to the other. 
| “Accordingly it was with much gat- 
| isfaction that I learned that Billings 
| had applied to the justices of the 
, Supreme court for a pardon recom- 
| mendation, for I realized that this 
| would mean an independent and un- 
‘biased study by the highest judicial 
| body of the state, composed of men of 
| specialized training and outstanding 
_ ability, and I sincerely welcomed this 
| assistance in a case which I found ex- 

‘ceedingly difficult and battling.” 
' Mooney was sentenced to die after 
the bombing. When the late Presi- 
dent Wilson recommended that his life 
be spared, former Governor W. D. 
Stephéns commuted his sentence to 
life imprisonment, but declined to 
pardon him. 

Former Governor Friend W. Rich- 
ardson also refused to pardon Mooney.

WASHINGTON, July 8—(?)— 
Assistant Secretary Lowman decided 
today that there was no conclusive 
evidence that six shiploads of lumber 
from Russia had been produced by 
convict labor and instructed customs 
officials to admit them. 

The question arose when customs 
officials last week denied entrance to 
two shiploads of lumber imported by 
the A. C. Dutton Lumber Company, 
of Poughkeepsie, N. Y. The British 
freighter Carmen ‘was detained at 
Poughkeepsie and the Danish freighter 
Uranianborg at Providence, I., 
after they had been refused permis- 
sion to land their cargoes. 

In addition to the two shiploads of 
lumber detained in port Lewman or- 
dered that four other cargoes now on 
the high seas be permitted to land. 

The refusal of permission to dis- 
charge the lumber had been taken on

was “Tariff. Business and Peace.” 

“In the post-war years there bave 
been two outstanding facts in the his- 
tory of international relations,” Dr. 
Spvotwell said. “On the one hand there 
is the peace movement, which has for 
th- first time become a real and even 
a dominant feature of international 
wlitics. On the other hand there has 
een a development of economic na- 
iivnalism of the very kind which in 
the past has so often made for war. 
Th? supreme question of our day is 
which of these two tendencies is the 
stronger. 

“Both wilitarists and communists 
believe that the two movements are 
irreconcilable. .. . If they are right, 
isarmament is wrong. If they are 
wrong, navalists and communiats 
should be answered, not by academic 
essays, but by a real and far-reaching 
change in the nature of our inter- 
national politics.” 

German Changes. 

Economic and political changes in 
post-war Germany and their influence 
on its intellectual life were described 
Tuesday night by Dr. Robert Ulich, 
member of the Saxon ministry of edu- 
cation and professor in the Technolog- 
ical University of Dresden, speaking 
before the institute, 

The speaker first traced briefly the 
medieval development of German “kul- 
tur,” an inclusive term which he 
said denotes the sum total of a peo- 
ple’s progress in civilization. Dr. 
Ulick pointed out that the powerful 
middle class, with which the nobility 
gradually became amalgamated to 
forn an upper stratum of society, had 
been the main support of Germany’s 
cultural growth before the war. 

“The war and its after effects 
brought about a great change in three 
distinct directions,” he said. “Through 
the introduction of democracy the la- 
beer gained politically the same ac- 
cess to matters of state as the other 
classes enjoyed. The economic change 
consists in the significant fact that 
large groups of the upper social stra- 
tum lost their capital. Also, as the re- 
sult of the economic constraint im- 
pesed upon Germany, the middle class 
found itself confronted with a danger 
which hitherto had threatened only the 
workers—the danger of wunemploy- 


meni.” 
Education for All. 


The influence of this ecoromic situa- 
tioa on the intellectual life of the 


German people along cultural lines 
as adjustments under the new order 
are made. 

“Orgy of Protection.” 

In leading up te the possible effects 
of the recently enacted American tar- 
iff, Dr. Shotwell reviewed trade ten- 
dencies here and abroad during the 
past decade. He emphasized the fact 
that many nations had engaged in an 
“orgy of protection” which culminated 
in the new United States measure. 

"By the passage of this bill,” Dr. 

Shotwell said, “the question at last 
comes home to us as to whether we be- 
lieve that this competition in customs 
duties is a true clue to the nature of 
our business world, and if so, how 
far we are ready to see the competi- 
tion go on. We have just been making 
a great effort to get rid of the com- 
At ee gy in armaments upon which po- 
itical security was supposed to rest. 
Are we going to maintain a competi- 
tion in national business organizations 
which leads toward increased economic 
conflict as inevitably as increased ar- 
maments lead toward war?” 
* Although admitting the inconsist- 
ency between this enlargement of 
tariff barriers and the profession of 
peace based on a recognition of the 
rights of others, Dr. 
several reasons why the significance of 
tariff conflicts might be discounted to 
some extent, 

“The chief result of our high tariff 
seems likely to be not an increase in 
the economic anarchy of nations but 
a fusing of European interests to form 
larger units in order to be able to 
compete with American business,” he 
said. “The United States of Europe 
may still be a dream of the future, but 
the joint action of its business organi- 
zations toward common aims is helped 
along by American .tariff policy more 
than by any other single factor in 
the world today.” 

Dr. Shotwell pointed out further 
that tariffs are “the product of a 
political machinery that is but poorly 
fitted to respond to the statesmanship 
of the business world.” 

“The present bill,” he said, “is an 
instinctive movement of self-defense 
by those who feel themselves the 
victims of economic forces beyond 
their control. It must not be regarded 
as an index of a long-time trend, It is 
more likely the beginning of the end 
of extreme protection rather than a 
typical 3 chapter of a continuing 
process.

More aggressive banking activity in 
the stock market may be expected at 
the first favorable opehing for such 
a campaign. ‘It is understood that 
a group of the most powerful bank- 
ing interests in Wall Street has ar- 
rived at the conclusion that.the coun- 
try has become stock market-minded 
in recent years; that the continued 
downward price movement in the 
stock market has created countrywide 
pessimism; that while general trade 
is anything but satisfactory pessimism 
has outrun actual trade conditions and 
outlook; that what is most needed 
now is the right .sort of leadership 
in the stock market to change senti- 
ment which in turn will help general 


trade. , 

It must not be understood that 
Wall Street bankers have arrived at 
this conclusion for the good of the 
big outside public alone. No class 
of businessmen in the country is more 
interested in general trade than Wall 
Street bankers. Moreover, the banks 
have securities for their own account 
as well as for customers in the form 
of collateral against loans. By help- 
ing general trade through creating bet- 
ter stock market sentiment the banks 
will be helping themselves as well as 
the big outside public. 

It is’ understood that at the first 
favorable opportunity a movement will 
be started by powerful Wall Street 
banking interests against the outstand- 
ing short interest in the stock mar- 
ket. By so doing it is believed that 
a following can be created on the long 
side of the stock market. So far there 
has been no reinvesting of the $750,- 
000,000 to $1,000, 600 July 1 in- 
terest and dividend money. As long 
as stock prices declined bargain hunt- 
ers as a class irrespective of July 1 
interest and dividend money, have 
stayed out of the market. 

Basis for Conclusion. 


Leading Wall Street bankers, ac- 
cording to information obtained to- 
day, reached the foregoing conclusion 
because the country has now entered 
the second half of the year with far 
more pessimism being heard than at 
the beginning of the first or second 
quarter, believing that better senti- 
ment can be created all around by a 
campaign planned for bringing good 
stocks nearer to real values. 

One large Wall Street stock ex- 
change house had this to say today 
in its letter to customers: “Ten 
months ago prophets of the new era 
school were busy explaining that a 
new measuring rod would have to be 
applied to stocks; that stocks from 
then on would be entitled to sell at 
40, 50 or even 6O times their earn- 
ings. A new plateau of values had 
been created. ‘Today a number of 
new era prophets have forsaken’ their 
old alma mater for the university of 
universal gloom. They are busy to- 
day proclaiming that stocks must re- 
act to prices not more than 10 times 
earnings. The valley of depression 
is now the only thing they can see. 
Both views in our opinion are equally 
extreme. We certainly do not e- 
lieve that Can is going to 90, Public 
Service to 421-2, Biscuit 32, East- 
man 90, General Electric 25, etc. Yet 
stocks would have to go to the prices 
named to get within 10 times earn- 
ings. Prices may go lower on re- 
action and should be bought with that 


in mind, but prices are ineyitably 
headed for a higher level.”

I believe it will be as popular 
in America, as here if Sir Thomas, at 
80 years of age, brings back the 
America’s cup.” 
, Sir Thomas, wearing his famous 
blue polka-dot bow tie, rose to respond 
He started out bravely to deliver his 
prepared speech from memory but 
soon faltered, adjusted tis spectacles 
and read the rest of it from manu- 
script. 

His speech was a tribute to the 
Americans for their fair play and 
square dealing in many past races. 
Turning to the prospects of his Sham- 
rock V, he evinced an enthusiasm 
which seemed to say “I am not too 
old as yet. I am going to show them 
this time.” 

Rudyard Kipling, who sat two seats 
away wearing an American soft col- 
lar of ample dimensions, nodded his 
head vigorously. ' 

To the America’s cup he referred 
as “that elusive mug.” 

“Americans always won fairly and 
and squarely,” Lipton reiterated. “If 
ever they made a mistake, I assure 
you it was in my favor.” 

United States Ambassador Charles 
G. Dawes, who sat on the other side 
of the Prince of. Wales, joined hearti- 
lv in the general lauehter when the 
Irish sportsman told furny anecdotes 
of his early American guests.

WASHINGTON, July 8.—(/)—All 
veterans’ agencies of the government 
today.were brought under single con- 
trol by President Hoover with Brig- 
adier General Frank T. Hines, for sev- 
eral years. head of the veterans’ bu- 
reau, as administrator. 

Mr. Hoover, in announcing he had 
prepared the executive order to carry 
into effect provisions of The bill 


passed by, congress at his request, 
said the new establishment “becomes 
one of the most, important functions 
in the government” and represents the 
most significant reorganization of the 
govermental machinery during the 
present administration. 

The act, which became effective 
with the issuance of the president’s 
order, brings the veterans’ bureau, an 
independent establishment, the pen- 
sions bureau from tHe department of 
interior and the soldiers’ home from 
the war department -all under the 
veterans’ administration. 

The consolidated budgets of these 
three services for the present ee 
yoen, oe ~ ye to approximately ° 

000. The president expects, how- 
ever, important economies to be ef- 
fected through the consolidation and 
co-ordination. These art to be brought 
about, he said, through administration 
of hospitalization and domiciliary ac- 
tivities and in'the better handling of 
fiscal relations with veterans through- 
out the entire organization. 

Certain functions’ are to be trans- 
ferred from one division to the other 
but the president said these changes 
would come gradually and without 
disturbance to their administration. 

General Hines, whom the president 
said was remaining with the neg 
establishment to give the chief execu- 
tive the advantage of his wide expe- 
rience during the reorganization, has 
been offered an attractive commercia 
position and the president - indicat 
his tenure would be temporary. 

General George H. Wood is to be 
continued as head of the soldiers’ home 
with.the board of managers probably 
constituted into an advisory board. 

The pensions bureau will be ad- 
ministered by an acting commissioner 
of pensions for the present, 
veterans’ bureau by an acting director.
